Will the idealism of the few evenwualiy bear fruit with the many? 
Will the ideal relationship between the professional shoe fitter and the 
chiropodist (podiatrist) eventually be applied universally as it is now in 
scattered instances? Yes is the answer, from both the viewpoint of good 
business practice with the shoe man and professional advancement as a 
curative science with the chinopodist. There are many, many obstacles 
in the path of this ever-widening field of endeavor, obstacles which have 
been termed insurmountable and turned away from in dismay by workers 
from both sides in the past. But, as in any other achievement, there can 
be no victory without foe, and no success without the comparison of 
failure. 

To state that the prescription department of the average shoe store 
will dominate the trade of the future would be a ridiculous challenge in 
the face of tradition, but to recognize the legitimate scope of this work, 
and admit to it being an indispensible portion of the shoe sales of the 
future, is to build on a foundation as secure in its economic necessity as 
the prescription department of the average drug store. 

And tp the pharmacist in the drug store, and the physician he serves 
in such an inseparable capacity, do we turn for our comparisons and 
similes, and the ultimate of our present goal. Assuredly, his relation- 
ship may not always be the ethical ideal that both the physician and his 
ethical brother might wish, but, at least, the substance of a basic cohesion 
exists, if the spirit is not always present. 

To liken the “gorrective” shoe of today with the drugs on the phar-’ 
maacist’s shelves is stretching no point of fact, and the further declara- 
tion that the application of ‘these “correctives” may be as potent in their 
effects on the human foot as the application of many of the pharmacist’s 
drugs on the human system is but stating a comparative truth. 

When the profession of shoe fitting has developed comparable with’ 
the profession of pharmacy, and, in all truth, it must be stated also that 
when the profession of chiropody (podiatry) has developed itself in this 
particular field comparable with the general efficiency of the physician, 
then will we have a realization of this relationship that can be so recip- 
rocally beneficial and ethically desirable. There are mpuntains to be 
climbed and boulders of ridicule and prejudice to be removed in the 
making of this pathway of progress, but, happily, the blood of the viking 
is a racial characteristic, and it is inevitable that to our country will, 
come the pride and glory of this next milestone in the alleviation of 
human suffering. 
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SHOP THERAPY AN ECONOMIC NECESSITY ‘2 

Modern efficiency demands of its subjects an economy of losses and 
waste. The race is lost first to the inefficient, and bodily locomotion on 
pain-free feet assuredly allows for the first step forward in general effi- 
ciency. Style and its attendant evils will never be overcome by any appli- 
¢eation of efficiency, because among its devotees there is little or no neces- 
sity for this physical economy; the demand for style shoes and the con- 
sumption of the demand will continue as will the foot-aches and pains 
inherent in them. It is not to this class that we turn for the application 
of our theories, but to the great mass of business men and workers whose 
livelihood and material success depend largely on their physical well- 
being. Add to this the constantly increasing number of women who are 
entering the realm of the business man and the male worker, and we 
-have a considerable portion of our population ready to seek the counsel 
of their chiropodist (podiatrist), and the referred services of the pro- 
fessional shoe fitter and his prescription goods. As a class, this portion 
is interested in results, not methods, fees, prices, opinions or statements, 
and to the chiropodists and the shoe fitters who recognize that fact by 
submerging their party differences in the cause of a greater good-will 
come the material returns rightly a part of accomplishment. 

Tp the modern practitioner of scientific chiropody comes the mod- 
‘ern example of business economy, interested in eventual results from 
his allocation of time and money to this portion of his bodily efficiency. 
.The simple-alleviation of his immediate pain is of comparative unimpor- 
tance, ‘so that it is to the modern chiropodist, with his increased knowl- 
edge of the application of a curative science, that he turns to for the 
elimination of his qondition. And with the modern chiropodist (podia- 
trist) rests the duty of rising above the apparently pecuniary benefits of 
a monthly alleviation of pain, and apply a definite technique of cure with 
tthe elimination of causitive factors and the instituting of hygienic meas- 
ures. The elmination of cause invariably calls for the casting aside of 
the shoe being worn and the prescribing of a shoe intended as a curative 
supplement to his treatments. To do this he must be definitely informed 
-about the shoe he is prescribing; he must be fairly sure of its indication 
in the specific case, and intelligently state to the shoe fitter the require- 
ments of fit peculiar to his case. He must be capable of interpreting the 
marks of the old shoe, and the piecing together of its graphic story. 
These remarks are to be recognized as a “sign of the times” rather than 
unequivocal dogma as to the knowledge of the chiropodist of the past. 
As surely as surgery and medicine in its modern efficiency had to be 
-built ion the mistakes of the past, just as surely will the profession of 
chiropody (podiatry) and the profession of shoe fitting rise in a greater 
structure on the ruins of empiricism and ignorance. 


CO-OPERATIVE NEEDS 


There is much pioneer work to be done in bringing the chiropodist 
and the shoe fitter to an understanding of their respective positions and 
‘their attitude toward one another in this co-operative relationship. Not 
the least of these obstructions to be removed is the lack of scientific 
‘knowledge on both sides of the application of shoe therapy. The chiropo- 
dist must train himself in the writing of intelligent prescriptions, as the 
present-day graduate from most of our schools is trained, and the shoe 
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fitter must recognize that prescription as a definite order to be filled a3_ 
per the instructions dontadned thereon, and not as just another sale ta 
be made. In the handling of shoe prescriptions, the shoe fitter can emu; 
late no better example than the ethical pharmacist in the filling of the. 
prescription of the physician. If he has not the drugs called for, he. 
either obtains them or does not fill the prescription with substitutes, but 
1efers the patient to arfther store where it can be filled. 1f the shoe- 
fitter has not the required last or size that will meet the requirements, 
called for in the prescription of the chiropodist, then he should not at- 
tempt to fill it with what he may consider its “equivalent.” First,, last, 
and always in the handling of a prescription the shoe fitter is filling an 
order, and not selling a pair jof shoes. If the chiropodist has failed ta 
specify the requirements for the case, and has simply requested a fitting, , 
then the shoe fitter assuredly must go ahead on bis own initiative and, 
fit to the best of his knowledge as to the patient’s requirements, and the 
chiropodist, in so failing to fulfill his part of the work, can hardly hold 
the shoe fitter responsible for failing to do what was not specified. The. 
chiropodist who simply refers his patient to a shoe store and tells het 
to buy a pair of shoes there is not practising shoe therapy, and has na 
right to criticise the shoe fitter’s action in the breach. If he cannot 
write an intelligent, practical and specific prescription for his patient,’ 
then he can hardly hope for the results of knowledge he does not possess. 
But to the shoe fitter who deliberately courts favor of the patient re- 
ferred with a prescription by fitting the eyes of that patient rather than 
fill the requirements of the order placed in his hands because of his fear 
of “making the sale,” lies the blame of much of our dissenion between 
the two fields of endeavor. When the pharmacist fills the prescriptiort’ 
of the physician he does not find it necessary to make the taste of it 
agreeable to the patient, but if she should voice a dissatisfaction at hav- 
ing to take such a medicine, he would doubtless retort that if she would 
change the taste of her medicine then tell that to her physician, and not 
to the druggist, whose duty it is to compound and fulfill. and not to pre- 
scribe. These are but a few of the many wrinkles to be ironed out if 
we are to make this co-operative fabric a smoother and more efficient 
medium between such closely allied, if strangely opposed, fields. 


COMIMISIONS AND FEE-SPLITTING 


If there is one obstacle in the path of this work that is greater than 
another, it is unquestionably that of “commissions” paid by the shoe 
dealer to the chiropodist for the obvious duty of referring a patient to 
his particular store for the filling of his shoe prescriptions. Perhaps it 
would be more truthful to have stated that the commission is paid for 
tht “recommending” of his particular shoe store to the patient for the 
“buying” of a pair of shoes, because the chiropodist who is honestly 
writing prescriptions for his patients almost always presupposes him t6 
be of an ethical calibre above such quackery as the backhanded swindling 
of his patient, via the shoeman’s commission. The American College of 
Surgeons was founded for no less a reason than the fee-splitting of sur- 
geons and for the elimination of such practise from its ranks through a 
supervision that has succeeded admirably in this country, and should 
stand out as an example of ethical triumph for the skeptic who cpnsiders 
not the stench of Jonson’s words, ““Get money—still get money, boy, no 
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matter by what means,” but only the monetary greed of their import. 
There is no more disheartening phase to this upbuilding of our struc- 
ture than the foul competition between shoe shops in their barter for 
the “trade” of the chiropodist. In the face of more than thirty-seven 
lectures in the past year by the writer on the subject of shoe therapy, 
during which this practice has always been condemned, more than a 
dozen checks have been insultingly mailed, in spite of the donors’ aware- 
ness of the reception they might expect. No ethical chiropodist who is 
upholding the mandate of his National Association will accept a com- 
sion or fee from the shoe fitter for the prescribing of a pair of shoes to 
his patient, and just as long as the shoe dealer ccontniues to offer the 
chiropodist this bribe for his recommendation, just so long will we be 
retarded in our growth as a mutually helpful alliance. The surgeon had 
many years of shame behind hiny before he awakened to the error of 
fee-splitting and the evils encumbent; it is for us to profit by his mis- 
take in our early years and plan now for that future structure that will 
be free from the weakening influence of biased and paid-for partisan- 
ship. The foundation of “commissions” can never attract to our cause 
the real builders of either profession, and it is to the “builders” in our 
profession that we must look for further advancement. 


IT CAN BE DONE 

To outline an almpst ideal relationship between the shoe fitter and 
the chiropodist needs but an explanation of the writer’s practice in the 
application of shoe therapy. A personal contact with eleven shoe fitters 
who have proven unquestionably their capability as such. These eleven 
men represent the avenues for the application of seven different makes 
of shoes, with many deviations in type. The use vi an ethical prescrip- 
tion blank, bearing no marks whatever but name and office address, pre- 
scription mark, and the subscription or instruction at the bottom to “Re- 
fer shoe prescriptions back for verification.” The charging of a fee for 
the writing of a prescription for the patient, thereby enhancing its value 
and insuring its being filled. The instructions to the shoe fitters that 
all shoe prescriptions must be kept on file, patient referred back for veri- 
fication before wearing the shoes, no dress shoe to be fitted on a patient 
presenting a prescription for a service shoe without the knowledge of the 
writer or a separate prescription calling for one. The unbiased recom- 
mendation of the particular shoe indicated for the specific case, and *he 
acceptance of all responsibility for both the shoe and the fit after verifi- 
cation. The refusal of all commissions from the shee dealer or shoe fitter, 
and, finally, a fair attitude toward the efforts of the shoe fitter in the 
filling of the prescription, a willingness to recognize the problems of his 
task as well as one’s own, and the ability to compromise in the face of a 
difficult or impossible fitting. 

Our idealism has borne fruit, it needs but a wholesale grafting of 
principles to present to the world a new alliance of strength that must 
eventually be conceded its undeniable fitness in the economics of modern 
civilization.

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES 


(Continued from November Issue) 


SUNDAY MORNING SESSION 
Aucust 3, 1930 


The meeting convened at eleven-fifty o’clock, President Harmolin presiding. 

PresipeENT HarMoLin: Are there any delegates who have not presented their 
credentials? We will now have a roll call. 

SecreTary Burnetr: Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen of the House: Since 
our adjournment last night credentials have been presented me from the Ohio 
Chiropodists Association, naming Louis L. Smith as delegate, and from the Virginia 
Pedic Association, naming W. E. Ellis delegate. Are Dr. Smith and Dr. Ellis in 
the room? 

[Dr. Smith and Dr. Ellis arose]. 

Give your attention to the roll call please, 

[Secretary Burnett called the roll of officers, delegates and alternates present]. 

There is a quorum present, Mr. President. . 

PresipENT HARMOLIN: There being a quorum we will proceed with our business. 
What is the first order of business, Mr. Secretary? 

SEcRETARY BuRNETT: Mr. President, the first order of business is a special 
order, the report of the Council. This has been prepared and will now be read. 

[Secretary Burnett presented his prepared report of the activities of the 
Council]. 

PrEsiDENT HARMOLIN: Members of the House of Delegates: You have listened 
to the report of the Council for the past year. What is your pleasure? 

Vice-PResiweNT LetyveLp: I move you sir it be accepted. 

[The motion was seconded by Dr. Bartig of Minnesota]. 

Dr. Weiss (Michigan): On the report of the Council, I understand we are to 
have a detailed report of the expenses of each one of these committees, which is 
supposed to be presented to this body for proper consideration. 

Dr. Levy (New York): May I ask at this time if we are to consider the pur- 
chase of postage stamps, etc., when we spend our time away from our offices, or 
are we to deliberate on matters of policy and something more important? Isn’t it 
possible for any member, who apparently doubts whether those expenditures are this 
or that, to examine the books for his own particular satisfaction? Should we 
deliberate on that sort of stuff and hold up the progress of the whole body? 

Dr. Every (Illinois): Regardless of what the gentleman from New York has to 
say, the constitution plainly reads: “The Council shall audit the accounts of the 
treasurer and secretary and other agents of the Association, and present a statement 
of the same in its annual report to the House of Delegates. .The report shall also 
specify the cost and character of all publications of the Association during the year, 
and the amount of all property belonging to the Association under its control.” 
That hasn’t been done. . 

SECRETARY Burnetr: Mr. President, I object to the last statement of the gentle- 
man from Illinois, that it hasn’t been done. I reported a financial statement of the 
treasurer here yesterday, and after considerable discussion it was accepted by the 
House. Figures as to the profits from THE JourNaL have been included in the 
Council’s reports. 

Dr. Kenison (Massachusetts): Mr. President, I object to taking the time of the 
House for such petty stuff as this. This House has business to transact and let’s go 
through with it. 

PRESIDENT HARMOLIN: There is a motion before the House to accept the report 
of the Council, Are you ready for the question 

[The motion was put to a vote and carried]. 

SECRETARY BURNETT: The next special order of business is the report of the 
Council of Education, Dr. Harry Clifton, Chairman. 

[Dr. Clifton presented his prepared report]. (Applause). 

PresipentT Harmoiin: You have heard the report of the Council of Education. 
What is your pleasure? 

Dr. Exuis (irginia): Unless someone wishes to make special reference to this 
report, I would. like to move it be received and filed. 

[The motion was seconded by Dr. Protz of Wisconsin]. 

Dr. Weiss (Michigan): Personally, I don’t ever remember of having heard a 
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report as excellent as the one that has just been read, and I sincerely regret in a 
measure that I have been requested to make comments at this time on the report of 
the Council of Education. I sincerely feel that the comments I am about to make, 
as expressed by our Board of Examiners, are of a constructive nature and will be 
taken as such, both by the Chairman of the Council of Education, and by the House 
of Delegates. 

It seems sincerely regrettable that we are still continuing in our so-called 
classification and recognition of our colleges on the basis of physical property as 
we have been doing in the past, and as we did in the beginning. That plan was 
perfectly all right, since like every other committee that does a constructive piece 
of work, it must have a beginning and must show its growing pains likewise. But I 
think, as I have heard it expressed by the Board in Michigan and by other boards 
in other States and by general practitioners throughout the country, that it is high 
time we give some consideration to the fact that the administration of the educational 
units should be more closely supervised than it is being done today. 

There is, to my mind, a definite lack of direct supervision as to the adminis- 
tration in these colleges. Each one produces a catalog in which are recorded what 
they will teach and what they will give to the students if they will enroll in these 
various colleges. And now, particularly since we are getting a high type of students, 
men who have had the privilege of a high school education, some of them having 
had the privilege of one, two or three years in colleges, and men who, shall I say, 
are a little more able to receive instruction than were the men ten years ago and 
previous to that time, and who know more of the routine a first class college should 
go through, they are not graduating with the right spirit toward the school which is 
now their alma mater. They do not have the right spirit toward the various boards 
which are then requested to examine them, nor the right spirit toward the rest of 
the chiropodists because, after all, they are starting off with the left foot and not 
the right foot. These boys are unfortunately not getting all they are supposed to 
get and they are realizing it all too soon. 

Now I am sure I am not a reformer of the schools and I am sure neither are 
the various boards throughout the country, but I personally fully realize that the 
only source for increased practitioners lies in our schools, and after ali there is no 
other place where we can get them, and I believe, without any consideration other- 
wise, that there must be a more definite tie-up, a more definite supervision of the 
administration of the affairs of these colleges, to see that these boys and girls who 
are students are receiving exactly what they are supposed to get so that they are 
properly qualified from the theoretical and practical aspects of the profession to go 
out and start on a good solid foundation. 

It should not be that in one section of the country they are especially trained in 
anatomy, in another section of the country they are especially trained in physio- 
therapy, and in another section to find such a marked difference in the orthopedic 
training of the students, and in another section to find that students receive a more 
general education in chiropody as we see it practiced in our various offices. There 
is absolutely no foundation, insofar as reference work is concerned, not from the 
angle of chiropody, but from the angle of medical profession. 

We find these students going out with absolutely the wrong impression of the 
school and the wrong impression of the profession because they feel that they have 
been cheated. They have been getting something they oughtn’t to have gotten and 
they didn’t get something they should have gotten. There is an attitude there of 
paying money under false pretenses, and young men and women who start out in 
school with an idealism, with enthusiasm, with a desire to go to the heights of their 
profession, should not leave the day of graduation with a bad feeling in their hearts 
toward the school from which they happen to graduate. 

That is one angle of it. The other angle that is suggested, and which I think 
is an important one, is the fact that there should be, for instance, a more definite 
tie-up between the Council of Education and the Board of Examiners in the various 
States. That might be extended to presenting proper subjects to be taught in our 
schools, the various questions which might be asked as being fair and legitimate 
from the chiropody angle, and also from the standpoint of having members of these 
boards in the various States as sub-members of the Council of Education, to help 
investigate so that they may be thoroughly informed as to the status of these schools, 
that the schools and boards particularly be more or less assisted by the Council of 
Education in the matter of seeing that the schools are giving this work as adver- 
tised in the various catalogs of the schools.

I know for a fact that the close co-operation that should exist so that the proper 
respect of the boards may be had of the Council’s work, does not exist, and a 
closer relationship in that respect could be had 

And I believe too that if the Council of Education would complain to the 
departments of education of the various States against charters being issued to 
schools who are giving correspondence courses of these particular courses, which 
are gross misrepresentations of justice, and if, upon the request of the Council of 
Education, the various State boards would also file complaints to the Council of 
Education of that particular situation, a greater effect could be had in the elimination 
of correspondence schools than is being had at the present time. 

These suggestions are offered in the sense of constructive criticism, in the hope 
and with the plea that in the future our students will leave our colleges with that 
same idealism of chiropody and with the same inspiration they had when they first 
started. Our schools are expanding and they should be getting in a more compact 
series of instruction on the practice of chiropody as it is now in force. These are 
given with the firm hope that they will be considered in their broadest aspects and 
not from any limited viewpoint. 

Dr. GrorF (Iowa): As a member of one of the examining boards, I would just 
like to add to what Dr. Weiss has said. Our examining board finds a great variance 
in the students from the two or three schools from which we draw. We are at a 
total loss as to know what type of questions to ask that they will be able to answer. 
You can ask one type of question and the students from one school will go through 
a-sailing, and you can ask another type and they will fall down. 


The Council of Education has hit the nail upon the head when they said there 
should be an association of the colleges, and I believe that the colleges can become 
a more definite working unit by such an association. I believe it would help to 
standardize our courses so that there would not be this great variance which exists 
at present in the type of work that is given in different colleges. I know it works 
out in other professions. 

I know that when I send students to any of our colleges, if they have had 
previous college experience and training I am quite ashamed to send them in, not 
because I am ashamed of chiropody, and not because the schools are not making an 
effort, but because there does need to be a better co-ordination and a more definite 
policy mapped out, and the work that is already being given more definitely 
arranged. 

SECRETARY BuRNETT: Mr. President, it seems to me that both of the previous 
speakers have concurred very heartily with the recommendations made by the 
Council of Education as regards the standardization of curricula. The Council has 
known and realized for years that there was a great weakness in our educational 
system; that, as Dr. Weiss has said, one school would stress physiotherapy, that 
another would stress mechanical orthopedics, and still another would stress surgery, 
to the detriment of a general knowledge af all subjects in all the undergraduate 
classes. 

The Council well recognizes that, and if the recommendations in that report are 
understood you will see that the chairman is after just that sort of thing. 

Now as far as an association of schools and colleges is concerned, such an 
association was formed many years ago. We used to try to get representatives of 
all the schools to meet here at our convention, and meetings of that kind were held 
in St. Paul, in Boston, in New York, and in Philadelphia, and these matters were 
discussed, and to a large degree the basis of the work of the Council was laid out 
by the representatives of the schools themselves. 

I am heartily in favor of the re-establishment of that association, and I believc 
today that it will be a much more efficient body because the experience that the 
representatives of all the schools have had is going to mean so much more in the 
general deliberations of a body of that kind, and I sincerely hope that this recom- 
mendation of the Council is going to bear fruit. 

Dr. Ciirron (Maryland): There is just one point that I would like to bring 
out on that question. First, I would like to say to Dr, Weiss on his recommendations, 
that there isn’t a point that he brought out there that isn’t covered by the Council 
as far as finances will allow it to be covered. 

Dr. Weiss (Michigan): While I appreciate Dr. Clifton’s remarks on the 
recommendations which I made, they are not entirely my personal recommendations. 
I present them as being the sentiment of our State Board of Examiners here, the 
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boards of other States, and of students that I knew of. Now since the matter has 
been mentioned, I can tell you without hesitation that I have had the rleasure of 
recommending to several schools students who are high school graduates, men and 
women in the prime of life, and at the time that I made the recommendation of 
chiropody as a profession, these boys and girls considered me a benefactor. I sin- 
cerely regret to say they did not do so when they had finished their course, and why? 
Not only because of the lack of standardization, which is a vital factor—and that is 
a recommendation which I was pleased ta note in the report of the Council—but 
what I particularly stress, and I am going to repeat that word again, and that is 
the supervision of the administrative work as given in our schools. 

Dr. Ciirron (Maryland): My correspondence with State boards runs on an 
average of 250 to 300 letters a year. There is no question brought to me by a State 
board that is not answered within forty-eight hours, if it is possible for me to give 
them in the information. Sometimes I have to check up from different sources and 
that takes a little time. 

Up until a few years ago, 1925, the Council had invited all State boards to 
attend the meetings of the National Association of Chiropodists and meet with the 
Council of Education, That failed. Dr. Ramsburg and I then got together and we 
tried to organize an association of State boards. I don’t know just how many answers 
Dr. Ramsburg got to those letters, but he worked for two years, I believe, on an 
association of State boards, and we made absolutely no headway at all. 

Now as to these correspondence schools, Dr. Kenison, you have a correspondence 
school in Boston. Has there ever been any communication with the Council and your 
Board regarding that school? 

Dr. Kenison (Massachusetts): Yes, and they have been answered immediately. 

Dr. Ciirron: We have, where complaints have been made on correspondence 
schools, taken them up and tried to fight them down. 

PresipENT HARMOLIN: It has been moved and seconded that we accept the report 
of the Council of Education. All those in favor signify by saying aye. 

[The motion was carried]. 

SecreTARY Burnetr: Mr. President, may I ask the House through you if there 
are any nominations for honorary membership? 

Dr. Levy (New York): I don’t know how long this member has been active in 
the agairs of this profession, It is at least fifteen years because I recall his activities 
that far back. It may be thirty or forty, but when I look at him I can’t imagine 
that it is much more than fifteen. Anyway, I know he has been one of the most 
active men I have ever met, and outside of his activity, one of the finest types of men 
I have ever known. It gives me extreme pleasure to present the name of Ken 
Burnett for honorary membership. (Applause). 

Secrerary Burnetr: Mr. President, of course this places me in a strange 
position. There was a time in the older days of the Association when each retiring 
president automatically became an honorary member. Sentimentally, that is a very 
fine point, but when I retired as president of this association I never accepted that, 
mot because I didn’t consider it an honor, because there is no greater honor could 
come to me in chiropody, but honorary membership, my friends, should be reserved, 
in my opinion, for people who have done things for this, their own profession. What 
little I have contributed to the progress of chiropody, and really, my friends, it is 
very little—has indirectly returned to me in higher fees, in a better social position, 
and in all the benefits which accrue from organized effort. And I really wish that 
the gentleman from New York would withdraw this nomination. I don’t know 
whether I should say I am rising on a point of personal privilege (laughter), but 
whatever it is, I really wish that the gentleman from New York would withdraw 
my name. 

Dr. Kenison '(Massachusetts): Mr. President, in several ways the remarks of 
our secretary-treasurer touch me, I was the last retiring president to accept an 
honorary membership in this association. I am not very strong for honorary mem- 
bership when it comes‘as a result of having done your duty. I appreciate the honor 
of it. For several years I have thought very seriously that I would ask that my 
mame be dropped from the honorary roll. The only reason that I have not done so 
is because of one other past president who does not feel quite as I do about it. 

There aren’t many times that I have the opportunity to be on the opposite side 
from the previous speaker. His mind and mine are both rather small and seem to 
run in the same channels usually, but I do certainly take exception to his statement 
that he has done so very little for chiropody. Every man and woman in this room, 
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whether they are members of this House of Delegates or not, fully realize the 
wonderful work that Ken Burnett has done in the last ten years. 

But I do fully appreciate his feelings, and when his good friend and my good 
friend, Dr. Levy, made that motion or suggestion, I knew that Dr. Burnett would 
at once decline it. I would be only too glad to accord Ken Burnett any honor I 
could possibly give him, but I will certainly respect his desire in the matter because 
I know that his objection is a real and conscientious one. 

Dr. Levy (New York): In refusing to withdraw the motion, I had in mind that 
“Ken” would do that. I know his modesty, So far as the retiring presidents being 
made honorary members is concérned, I do not think that is quite enough. It might 
be all right for a man who had been president for a term of fifty years, or something 
like that, but that doesn’t compare with the work “Ken” has done for us. 

SECRETARY BuRNETT: I have before me, Mr. President, two or three odd matters. 
This is an official letter signed by the president and secretary of the Ohio Society 
which reads as follows: 

“Agreeable to the constitutional amendment just passed by this assemblage, 
providing for life membership, The Ohio Chiropodists Association takes pleasure 
in presenting a name for this honor, one who needs no introduction to the 
membership of the National, a charter member of the organization and one who 
has worked faithfully and well for the upbuilding of our profession, but who, 
having borne the heat and burden of the day has now, because of age, retired 
from active practice. 

“We have the honor to present the name of Cordelia B. Knowles (Mother 
Knowles) of Ohio. 

“Thanking the House of Delegates for their favorable consideration of this 
nomination, we are, “Sincerely, 

“THe Onto CHIROPODISTS ASSOCIATION, 
“ARTHUR J. THORMAN, President 
“C. P. Beacu; Secretary.” 
(Applause). 

As I understand it, this matter can be presented to the Council and when we 
have an adjourned session presented to the Council and when have an adjourned 
session of this House the Council’s report can be brought in for the Action of the 
House. 

Dr. Exxis (Virginia) then presented the following: 

“In view of the many years of valuable and tireless service given by 
Nicholas C. Mueller of Richmond to this Association and to the general progress 
of chiropody, the Virginia Pedic Association respectfully and sincerely petitions 
the House of Delegates to consider his name for life membership in the 
Association. 

“Dr. Mueller has retired from practice, is almost a complete invalid, and 
an action of this kind by your body here in Detroit will bring no small joy to 
him on his sick bed in Richmond. 

“Respectfully submitted, 
“VIRGINIA Pepic ASSOCIATION, 
Watter E. Ex.is, President.” 
(Applause). 

SECRETARY BURNETT: The action on those nominations for life membership can 
be taken at an adjourned session of the House, There will be no delay. 

Vics-PresitENT FowLer: Dr. Adams from Florida has just come in and he 
hasn’t presented his credentials. I believe he should be seated because he was 
elected alternate delegate from Florida. I got that information myself some time ago. 

SecreTARY BuRNeETT: I move, Mr. President, that Dr. J. M. Adams of St. 
Petersburg, Florida, be seated at this table as a representative of Florida. 

[The motion was seconded, put to a vote and carried]. 

Are there any resolutions from State societies to be presented at this time? 

Dr. Levy (New York): I have a resolution which I should like to read to you: 

“In view of the evident lack of knowledge displayed by the writer of attached 
exhibit ‘A,’ clipped from a Buffalo newspaper during the last convention of the 
N. A, C., and the unscientific and absurd statements contained therein, be it 
resolved, that at future meetings of this Association, newspaper representatives 
be prohibited from business and scientific sessions and that all statements for 
the public use, coming from the scientific sessions, be first approved by the 
Scientific Committee before being issued to the press.” 
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Exhibit “A”: Typical statements from Exhibit “A” (Buffalo Courier-Express, 
August 8, 1939): ; 

“Practically all children under the age of six have weak feet and ought 
to wear high shoes, laced tight.” 

“Sneakers are terrible.” 

“Any shoes with a soft, thin sole is tough on the foot and breaks down the 
nha. . . 

“You get no thrust from a limber shanked shce, but barefoot you get a 
thrust.” 

“Modern man, clumping over hard surfaces, needs a heel. His muscles have 
failed him, and he’s got to have something to tip him forward or he backs up. 
That’s why most women fall over backward in low-heeled shoes.” 

“Too many practitioners of the podiatric profession are giving foot exercises 
and rubbing knees, backs, and so on, when the trouble lies in far distant fields. 
The treatments do not relieve the patient’s pain, but only his pocketbook.” 

I don’t think it is necessary to consume more time. You can see the need for 
something to stop that absurd sort of publicity. 

And I have another resolution, ladies and gentlemen, which brings upon me the 
hardest job I have ever tackled in this Association. And before I present it I want 
to say to you that I don’t know of any man in the organization that I can look up 
to for his honesty and sincerity and his energy more than to Joe Lelyveld, and so 
whatever is said in this resolution I don’t want to be considered as any more than a 
discussion of policy. I am sincere in this or I wouldn't have the courage to present 
it, because I know Joe and I know Joe knows me. 

Inasmuch as a young profession is observed with considerable interest by 
allied branches of the healing art and an error of judgment in the conduct of 
its affairs is therefore more costly in prestige at this period than at any other, 
therefore be it 

Resotvep, That the National Association of Chiropodists, through its com- 
mittees, shall refrain from participating in 

1. Display advertising in connection with commercial products or in any 
manner except that provided for the individual member in the Code of Ethics. 

2. Direct or indirect connection with “contests.” 

3. Examine feet and fit shoes to public officials for the purpose of news- 
paper publicity. 

4. Examine feet of industrial employees and other individuals without 
regard as to their ability to pay for such service, 

5. Treating feet of school children. 

6. Violation of the spirit or letter of the Code of Ethics through the com- 
mission of an act which is prohibited to individual members; and be it further 

Reso.vep, That this body take the proper steps to follow the practice of the 
American Medical Association with regard to official endorsement of products 
of proven merit, through co-operation of the Scientific Committee and the Bureau 
of Public Information of the N. A. C., for through out activities in the field of 
preventive endeavors we shall earn and win the respect and confidence of the 
foot weary of the nation and that great body of physicians to whom we must 
look for support and guidance; and be it further 

Resotvep, That this body appreciates the superior ability and unquestioned 
sincerity of its Director of the Bureau of Public Information, Joseph Lelyveld, 
and extends to him its heartfelt thanks for his splendid literature on the care 
of the human foot, preparation of radio and other lectures, and a score of other 
lines of endeavor in the Bureau of which he is the head. 

Dr. ALprecnHt (New Jersey): It is my privilege to call to the attention of this 
body an article in Hygeia, June, 1930, which the New Jersey Society feels is an 
unjustifiable slam directed toward chiropody, and in which it is stated that Dr. Guy 
A. Caldwell advises you to see your doctor before you do the chiropodist. The New 
Jersey Society feels that that is unjustifiable and that something should be done, but 
that it would have more weight if the National Association would attend to it than 
for the State society to do so. We would like to direct this to the Council for their 
consideration. 

Dr. Durkin (Illinois): I have been instructed by the State Society of Illinois to 
bring before the House of Delegates, not in the form of a resolution but an opinion, 
the matter of propaganda through the shoe companies, Please understand I am not 
questioning Dr. Lelyveld’s work. I think his efforts are laudable, as well as the 
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efforts of Dr. Smith of Indiana. This is no reflection on their personal effort. It is 
merely a question of policy. 

It is the consensus of opinion in Illinois that work of this sort through the shoe 
companies is of very little benefit, and possibly harmful to the chiropodists. We 
sent a questionnaire to the chiropodists of Illinois asking them just how much referred 
work they had from the shoe companies, and there was very little indeed. 

On the contrary, we have had several cases, particularly in Chicago, where 
representatives of the shoe companies, clerks in the shoe stores were padding shoes 
and doing work which ordinarily should be done by the chiropodist, and in one or 
two cases they were even treating the feet. Of course, while the proper method to 
stop that sort of thing is through local procedure, it should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the House of Delegates that some other means of spreading this propaganda 
should be taken, other than through the shoe stores. 

I notice that in Foot Health Week and other promotion ideas, so much of the 
effort is carried on through the shoe companies, that we are supposed to co-operate 
with them and the shoe companies are supposed to co-operate with the chiropodists. 

There has been very little evidence of the desire of the shoe companies—at 
least in Illinois‘or where I have had an opportunity to observe them—to co-operate 
with the chiropodists. 

Dr. CarLeton (Pennsylvania): If I may enter the discussion, you have touched 
on a very vital spot to the gentlemen from Pennsylvania, my pet hobby and subject 
in the School of Chiropody in Temple University being shoe therapy. I feel that 
any slant such as has been presented just now is a detriment to our growth. It has 
been my theory for some few years that we will never, can never progress as a 
profession or actually claim to be a profession unless we start at the fundamental 
cause of the conditions that enter our offices, 

How long are we to continue as a profession, how long are we to continue to 
demand from the public the respect that we wish as professional men and women 
when we refuse to co-operate with the shoe dealer, the shoe retailer, the shoe fitter? 
When did dentistry start to show progress? When they started to entertain thoughts 
of prophylaxis. When did medicine start to show true progress? When they enter- 
tained thoughts of preventive medicine. And when chiropodists entertain thoughts 
of curative measures and the co-operation with the shoe companies that is absolutely 
essential and vital to their progress, just then will they start to progress as a 
profession and as a science. 

What right has the chiropodist to cz'l himself a scientist unless he attacks the 
fundamental cause, which it cannot be denied is the shoe in 90 per cent of your cases? 

It is my hope and my desire to see the chiropodists in the closest of co-operatior 
with the shoe dealer. If we start now to attack the very beginning of an alliance 
that promises to be the greatest progress we have ever seen in our profession. we 
have little hope for our future. If we start now to question this alliance that a few 
of us have been striving, with practically no personal gain, to bring about, what 
hope is there for the future? 

The more I hear of deliberations in sueh bodies as this, the more convinced I 
am that it finally winds up with the individual. If the individual is complaining of 
what the shoe dealer, what the shoe industry is doing to chiropody, it is because 
you as an individual are complaining about the difficulties presented to you. If you 
are truly professional, you are in the position of dictating to that shoe man, and 
not being dictated to. If you as an individual have not the clear conception of what 
a professional man is, you will not be dictated to. As an individual, I object tc 
any questioning of our present alliance with the shoe industry, and I might add 1] 
have never been in the shoe game. 

Dr. Grorr (Iowa): Mr. President, I feel very much the same as our friend 
from Pennsylvania. To me the shoe game is closely allied with chiropody. You 
cannot separate them, and I have summed it down to this point: it becomes somewhat 
of a personal problem, I think that I have as little trouble with practipedics, if 
you want to call them that, foot correctionists, shoes men, as any man practising in 
any State. There are men practicing in Des Moines who cannot co-operate with the 
shoe man. In my two years in school I had 100 per cent co-operation in two stores 
in Des Moines when I was practicing evenings. Those men did not pad shoes and 
they did not fit appliances. They did fit them before I was there. 

In my town there was one shoe store of the four good ones there that thought 
I was cheating on them, that I wasn’t giving them true credit. They sent one of 
their men to a certain school about 300 miles from Mason City to take up a course, 
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and they ran into so much grief that now they are begging for co-operation again. 
They have discontinued padding shoes and they do not sell arch supports except on 
the demand of the patient. 

Do you know that there are shoe companies that have displays here, and they 
are willing to work with you, and in the stores which they control there is abso- 
lutely none of this work going on. We should give every bit of encouragement 
possible to these people. They are willing to co-operate in the way that they should 
and I think we should go a little further than half way, go 75 per cent of the way. 
I went 100 per cent and won them over. We will gain co-operation and we must 
have it if we still have progress. 

Dr. Levy (New York): On a point of information, does this end the discussion 
on the resolutions, or do we take them up later? I don’t want to consume any 
unnecessary time, but I do just want to says this, that I don’t see where the state- 
ment that we should co-operate with the shoe stores and the shoe manufacturers has 
any effect on this at all, because I believe absolutely in co-operation. But I believe 
in the type of co-operation that is going to be beneficial to the public and not 
beneficial to us in a monetary sense. It is a matter of policy. 

As an individual, I, too, can say that I have the co-operation that the delegate 
from Iowa speaks of. I am not complaining as an individual. Whether they pad or 
not does not concern me as there are too many shoe stores in the city from which I 
come. But I believe that our activities in the future are going to determine whether 
we will be classified as a body of commercial or a body of professional people. We 
can’t carry water on both shoulders. The one course is going to stamp us as the 
commercial type of chiropodists, and the other course will stamp us as professionals, 
which may be a little slower but will bring much better results. 

SECRETARY Burnetr: May I say a few words concerning this matter? Joe Lely- 
veld knows that when the suggestions of Foot Health Week were first made that I 
was not particularly hot on the subject. The fact is that I wasn’t even lukewarm. 
There were a great many things in the proposed plans that affected my ethical 
sensibilities, just as they now affect Dr. Levy’s, But Dr. Levy is an old newspaper 
man. He is much older than I am by age and he has had much more training in 
the publicity game than I have. So if I have learned, in my very brief experience, 
the value of heart interest in publicity, certainly Dr. Levy must know it. 

I know this to be a fact from experience, that you cannot get newspapers to 
carry your message unless that message is news and unless it has a heart interest, 
mot a “sole” interest. Newspapers will not carry cut and dried scientific articles, 
largely because newspapers try to put things in their pages that people will read, 
and aside from men and women who might be scientifically interested in the question, 
no one will read a cut and dried scientific article. In consequence, a newspaper will 
not print it, and so much of the flamboyant type of stuff that is done in Foot Health 
Week, which makes me cringe at times, as it does Dr. Levy, has to be done, and I 
am convinced now that it does have to be done. 

However, I feel sure that the chairman of this committee, whoever he will be 
mext year, will be very glad to meet before he leaves this convention with any 
rumber of men who have ideas that can be incorporated in the plan. I don’t know 
whom I am speaking for because I haven’t the slightest idea who the chairman of that 
committee will be, but I feel sure that whoever he is he will be only too glad to do 
that. 

Dr. Weiss (Michigan): Might I also suggest that in my humble opinion the 
inference of the Wilbur Coon Company in their radio broadcasts, and of the Enna 
Jettick Shoe Company, are not as objectional as some of the matters which might 
happen to appear in our papers and which by other means are forced upon the 
public, so it is six of one and half a dozen of the other. I think we are getting the 
better break. 

SecRETARY BurNeETT: I should like to ask at this time that the House stay in 
session for another hour or so and get its work cleaned up, and tomorrow we can 
have an adjourned session for the election of officers and whatever other matters 
may be brought up. 

Dr. Gross (New York): I have a resolution which I would like to present 
I should like to go on record as requesting that the Council draw up an amendment 
which will provide for pro rata representation, eliminating this bi-annual resur- 
rection of the question by eliminating the bi-annual vote. The constitution should 
provide for pro rata representation as it now exists. 

SecreTary Burnetr: Mr. President, I have here a matter which must be pre- 
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sented to the House of Delegates. You who attended the House last year remember 
the discussion which arose concerning the acceptance of certain banned advertising. 
The Scholl Manufacturing Company happens to be one of the concerns under ban, 
and you will remember that representatives of several of the States arose at that 
time and made apologies for violation of this rule and regulation, and the matter 
was closed. ‘ 

In Wisconsin, at the annual meeting held in the Lorain Hotel in the city of 
Madison on October 6 and 7, there appeared an advertisement of the Scholl Manu- 
facturing Company in violation of this rule and regulation. Shortly after that—in 
fact almost at the same time—in Volume II, No. 1 of Chiropody Gleanings, dated 
October, 1929, there appeared this article over the mimeographed signature of 
Arno W. Krieger, who was at that time president of the Society: 

“If you have looked over our convention program carefully, you would have 
seen an advertisement which Dr. Zeeman, chairman of the program committee, 
and myself as president accepted after conferring together. I have reference, 
to the display advertisement of The Scholl Manufacturing Company. We decided. 
to accept their advertisement for the following reasons: 

“First, The Scholl Company is selling their products in our State and. 
conforming to the law in every way and not influencing the public against us 
in any way. This company having sold their product first to the retail shoe 
trade, naturally of necessity advertises its product to create sales through that 
channel as the field of greatest sale distribution; quite natural from a mercantile 
viewpoint, The chiropodists have always to a greater or lesser degree fought 
him and thereby stood in their own way of progressing as rapidly as they might 
have. His articles have merit even though all do not have value in the eyes of 
different individuals. That, of course, is a matter of opinion, and therefore I 
ask you why we should try to restrict him in lawful endeavor which does not 
hurt us but makes the public conscious of the fact that they have feet which 
can be given ease and if his products cannot do it they are “foot wise” and 
eventually will come to us. I believe that the arch support manufacturers have 
done more to give us a foothold with the public than we realize. 

“Second, we graduates of the Illinois College of Chiropody should appreciate 
the fact that if it were not for Dr. Wm. M. Scholl, who dug into his pocket and 
always paid the deficit which our college found itself in at the end of each 
school year, the college would not have continued’ and we would not have had 
our chiropody education. The Illinois College is a worthy and reputable 
institution of the first rank, and to show our appreciation, at the same time trying 
to be just, we are therefore responsible for the taking of the advertisement found 
in the program, and we apologize to no one for the stand we have taken. 
A letter has come to our attention from the N. A. C. chiding our Society and I 
hope you will vote to instruct our delegates to offer our position in this matter 
to the N. A. C. and not to apologize for what is a pure case of justice. Whether 
it be a large manufacturer or to an individual chiropodist, I hope Wisconsin 
will uphold the tenents of justice and fairness the same that our State is always 
endeavoring to do. 

“Arno W. KRigceR.” 

Now officially, the question of the acceptance of this ad does not rest on the, 
opinion of an individual. There are perhaps many of us here at the table who’ 
would like to see restrictions taken off the Scholl Company advertising, but the fact 
remains, ladies and gentlemen, that there is a rule and a regulation on the books of! 
this Society banning the acceptance of such advertising, and regardless of how the 
individual may feel, that rule, as far as my office is concerned officially, must be, 
upheld. ; 
I wrote to the Wisconsin Society asking them for a statement. I also wrote 
Dr. Krieger asking him to confirm the statement which he printed and which I have 
just read to you. I wrote to the Society on January 22 and received their first 
acknowledgment of the latter on March 11. From that time on continued requests 
for a statement were more or less ignored. The matter was put off. 

Now remember, we are discussing this question, not from the standpoint of the 
responsibility of those men as individuals. We are discussing this question from the 
viewpoint purely of the Wisconsin Society. And so after taking this matter up by 
correspondence with the members of the Council, these following resolutions or 
charges or statements—whatever you want to call it—were drawn up and sent t» 
the Wisconsin Society: k 
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“Wuereas, The then President of the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society ordered 
the chairman of its Program Committee to accept an advertisement ir the 
Souvenir Program published in connection with its annual convention in October, 
1929; and 

“Whereas, The then President, by his own published statement admits to the 
knowledge that he was violating the rules and regulations of the Nationa! 
Association of Chiropodists in giving this order, and in his published state- 
ment advises the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society to ignore or combat any attempt 
on the part of the Council of the National Association of Chiropodists to question 
it concerning this breach of the rules and regulations; and 

“Whereas, Repeated attempts on the part of the National officers to obtain 
an official statement from the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society have been met with 
evasion and silence, now, therefore be it 

“Reso.veD, That this matter be presented to the Eleventh House of Delegates 
in Detroit, and that the House be petitioned to act upon this premeditated viola- 
tion of the rules and regulations, looking toward commensurate discipline or 
suspension of the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society in keeping with the powers 
granted under Article IV, Paragraph 1, of the Constitution of the National 
Association of Chiropodists. 

“By Order of The Council, 
“E, K. Burnett, Secretary. 

“Dated twenty-eighth day of May, Nineteen hundred and thirty.” 

This resolution, ladies and gentlemen, is now presented for your consideration 
and action. 

Vice-PRESIDENT SCHERER: Mr. President, I have always been opposed to such 
matters being brought to the floor of the House of Delegates for the simple reason 
that invariably there are members present who haven't been present years previously 
and who are unfamiliar with the reasons for this ruling and the seriousness of 
ignoring it. 

Therefore, I believe it would be better business, and I believe it would prevent 
delaying this session unnecessarily if this matter were referred to a court of inquiry 
of five members to be appointed by yourself, and duly considered and that they in 
turn, after considering the evidence, bring back a recommendation to the House of 
Delegates for action to be taken. 

SecRETARY BurNetT: That would be very nice if the constitution and by-laws 
permitted that course. As far as charges against individuals are concerned, a court 
of inquiry is all right, but all violations of rules and regulations by a State Society 
are subject only to the discipline of the House of Delegates and must be presented 
here. I should like to see that procedure followed, however. 

Vice-PRESIDENT SCHERER: They have been duly presented here. Would it be 
out of order, then, for a motion to be made that this be referred to a court of inquiry 
for investigation, and that their recommendations be brought in? I believe that 
would be perfectly in keeping with the constitution, wouldn’t it? 

SecreTary Burnetr: If no statement had been made such as I have read, and 
if an opology had been written or some acknowledgment made by the Wisconsin 
Society wherein they said, “We are sorry, these boys didn’t know about it’—and I 
honestly believe that one of them didn’t anyway—that would have been different, 
‘because that thing has happened before, but on the face of this statement, which is 
printed in Chiropody Gleanings, we must take some action. Dr. Krieger says it is 
his own publication. It is not the official publication for the association, but it is 
published for the benefit of chiropodists in the Wisconsin territory, If that statement 
had not been made, all right, but on the face of it I don’t see what we can do but 
take cognizance of that thing. 

Now Mr. President and ladies and gentlemen of the House, Dr. Protz, delegate 
of Wisconsin, has with him resolutions, copies of which have been sent to me, and 
before we have any further discussion on this matter, I suggest we turn the floor 
over to Dr. Protz and let him present his resolutions. 

Dr. Prorz (Wisconsin): Mr. Chairman, I understand that Dr. Burnett has 
given the Wisconsin delegate and also the offenders a chance to appear before a 
committee on Monday. I don’t see why you want to bring it up here today. 

SecreTary Burnetr: Mr. President, I thought, Dr. Protz, that I had explained 
that as far as the individuals are concerned, they will appear before a court of 
inquiry over which the House has nothing to say except when an appeal from the 
ruling of the court is brought here. But, my understanding of the constitution and 
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by-laws is that matters pertaining to violations of the rules and regulations by the 
State societies must be brought here. You have not been requested, Dr. Protz, as 
representative of the Wisconsin Society to appear before the court of inquiry at all. 

Dr. Prorz (Wisconsin): I know that, but the idea was that those fellows were 
to appear before you and have the trial on Monday. That is the understanding ! 
xct from them. 

SECRETARY BuRNETT: That is all right, but this is an entirely different matter. 
Those are charges preferred against those men as individuals. 

Dr. Protz: Now as far as the Society is concerned, I knew nothing about all 
this trouble that we are having until I came to Milwaukee. They requested me to 
come to Milwaukee to a conference, so of course I went there, and I stopped over 
long enough to get the details of this controversy. 

It is my understanding that Dr. Krieger and Dr. Zeeman took the ad from Dr. 
Scholl, not maliciously, and they did not think at the time that they were violating 
any of the laws in our constitution. It was simply a case that they thought that 
possibly some of the governing class of this N. A. C. were the ones who had a hard 
feeling toward the Scholl Manufacturing Company, and they were not aware that 
there was a law until Dr, Krieger dug into the old records and some old JOURNALS, 
when he found that there really was a law which said State societies should not 
take those advertisements from the Scholl Manufacturing Company. 

Now Dr. Smith was our delegate in 1929 and of course this same trouble with 
another State was brought up at that meeting, but I understand Dr. Smith did not. 
tell the boys why they should not take that advertisement. But Dr. Smith did say, 
“Don’t take that ad,” and the boys said, “Why shouldn’t we take this ad?” He 
didn’t give them any explanation as to why they shouldn't. He really didn’t know 
himself. That is a thing that has been holding fire for so many years. I claim that 
I read most of the proceedings of the House of Delegates every year, and still I 
was unaware of it. 

Last year, 1929, we had our convention in LaCrosse. I got all the advertisements 
I could get from different firms, and I am sure that every one of them took it only 
as a donation. We all know they don’t receive any benefit from it, and I had a 
hard time getting enough to make it even worth while. Well, I finally wrote to the 
Scholl Manufacturing Company, and fortunately for me they didn’t even answer my, 
letter because I didn’t give them time enough. I wrote the letter at the last moment: 
I knew there was trouble between the N. A. C. and the Scholl Manufacturing 
Company, but I did not know it wasn’t perfectly all right to take the ad. Fortunately 
for me they did not send me an ad or othewrise it would have appeared in the paper 
sconer and probably I would have been called on the carpet. 

Now as far as Dr. Krieger and Dr. Zeeman were concerned, these two boys did 
not intend to violate any of the National laws, and they were not the only ones who’ 
were in favor of taking the ad. They asked each one of the members whether they 
were willing to have that ad in, whethey they thought it advisable to take the ad, 
but after they had asked them for an ad they had to put it in or the Scholl Manvu- 
facturing Company could have caused them-trouble. You see they wrote to them 
and the Scholl Company sent the ad, and when they had sent it they naturally had 
to put it in and let it go through. 

The State society is back of the two boys and they said that if they are guilty 
then the whole society is guilty. Of course, I knew nothing of the whole proceedings 
until at the convention, so if there is any trouble it is the State that is concerned, 
so I would like to hear from some of the others on this matter. 

SECRETARY BurNeTT: Mr. President, Dr. Protz did not read the resolutions and 
I will read them inasmuch as I have them here. These are officially dated June 26, 
1930. . 

“We of the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society deeply regret the misunderstand- 
ings which have arisen about our acceptance of an advertisement from the Scholl 
Manufacturing Company for our 1919 souvenir program, 

“By adopting the enclosed motion, we admit our entire guilt and while we ' 
assure you that our error was not premidated, it was, nevertheless, real. 

Grave negligence we must plead guilty to as a society for not arriving at 
some definite decision sooner as regards this affair. This was done in order to 
get more information from our delegate, Dr. W. Smith, who had not been present 
at any of these meetings. At our meeting on June 16, 1930, our delegate to the ° 
last National Association of Chiropodists Convention was present and cleared up

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“BLESSED ARE THEY .. .” 

The preparation of an issue of THE JoURNAL whose appearance just 
precedes the Holidays naturally finds uppermost in the thoughts of the 
Editor the Christmas urge, or the Christmas itch, or whatever you want 
to call it. 

These thoughts do not emphasize the more material side of Christ- 
fas—that of present giving and present receiving, and (eventually) of 
‘present hocking, but rather do they focus upon the Spirit of Christmas, 
which, alas, is so often submerged by the advertising flood of merchants 
who have useless things to sell to folks who have a mania for buying 
‘useless things to lay upon the altar of a funny, rotund, bewhiskered god 
_who still operates despite the growing paucity of fireplaces. 

And so, because we do not contemplate the avalanche of bills which 
are the co-producers of many post-holiday headaches, our thoughts rise 
to a high plane of joy and peace. Christmas should, above all things, be 
‘a time of rejoicing and thanksgiving, a time of friendliness and brotherly 
love. Too often at Christmas we forget that festival’s true significance ; 
too often we forget Him who, “seeing the multitudes went up into a 
mountain” and gave us the incomparable Beatitudes. 

Dissention, always an enemy of unified effort, exists across the broad 
surfaces of the globe. Nations glower and growl one at the other, clan 
intrigues to overthrow clan, individuals embitter themselves with personal 
hatreds and animosities towards their fellows. History proves it to have 
always been thus. Will thus it always be? Probably. 

Until national, group, and individual ambitions are submerged, until 
national, group, and individual jealousies cease to exist, dissention there 
will always be. Are we ever to witness such a time? That’s a large 
order! Selfishness and Ambition, the wet-nurses of Jealousy and Hatred, 
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appear inherent to the biologic core of the individual, and as they guide 
him so they generate his group thought and his group.action. Family 
and national virtues, just as do family and national vices, reflect only 
those of the individuals who comprise them. We fear that Homo sapiens 
must climb a long way up the evolutionary ladder before we can expect 
the obliteration of characteristics which science today looks upon as 
intrinsically, essentially, and distinctly human. 

And so, for a few millions years, anyway, we will have dissenters 
with us! Now, it has been our experience (and ours, we believe, is 
average) that there are dissenters and dissenters—two groups, each in 
disagreement with things as they exist. But there is a basic and impor- 
tant distinction between the two! One strives violently to create discord 
and strife, motivated by no sincere impulses save those of personal aggran- 
disement and a love of publicity and power ; the other endeavors temper- 
ately to present a constructive plan of improvement, actuated only by an 
honest desire to better existing conditions—no thought of “self” entering 
into its considerations. 

Criticism is a good thing, a most necessary thing to the progress of 
society. Self-criticism, above all other types, is the most productive of 
improvement. The second class of dissenters is as active in the criticism 
of its own beliefs and actions as it is of those whom it opposes. That 
is why its sincere activity is so necessary to the economic and social wel- 
fare of any group. A careful and thoughtful analysis of its own motives 
and shortcomings is appreciated before it has the temerity to look for or 
complain of those in others. Not so with the usually bad-tempered and 
insincere folks of the other class. Oh, no! Sans plan, sans reason (other 
than that of the good old “ballyhoo’’) they’re off on any old tangent at 
all, beating the tom+-toms, emitting war-whoops, brandishing the tin toma- 
hawks, the sweat of their righteous indignation blending, and not artis- 
tically, the colors of their war paint—delirious, egoistic children suffering 
from hallucinations and alternate fits of colic and distemper. 

But here, here! We're going far afield from our original thought! 
Tomahawks and tom-toms have nothing in common with Christmas, 
even though colic might. We started out to speak of the Beatitudes, as 
fine a bit of music as is to be found in the New Testament. Dogmatic 
theology stifles us, but we are by no means insensible to the beauty that 
exists in much of its literature. Have you read the Beatitudes lately? 
If not, turn to the fifth chapter of the Gospel according to St. Matthew. 

No, better yet, we'll print the verses for you: 

“Blessed are the poor in spirit: for their’s is the kingdom of heaven. 
Blessed are they that mourn: for they shall be comforted. Blessed are 
the meek: for they shall inherit the earth. Blessed are they which do 
hunger and thrist after righteousness: for they shall be filled. Blesscd 
are the merciful: for they shall obtain mercy. Blessed are the pure in 
heart: for they shall see God. Blessed are the peacemakers: for they 
shall be called the children of God. Blessed are they which are perse- 
cuted for righteousness’ sake: for their’s is the kingdom of heaven. 
Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and shall 
say all manner of evil against you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice and be 
exceeding glad: for great is your reward in heaven: for so persecuted 
they the prophets which were before you.” 

A Merry, Merry Curistmas! 
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FOOT HEALTH WEEK 


Despite all the splendid work ac- 
complished during Nation-Wide Foot 
Health Week last year there never 
Was so great an enthusiasm for con- 
structive effort as that which devel- 
oped Foot Health Week of April 20- 
26, 1930. 

One impression stands out vividly. 
It is that of extensiveness. Not mere- 
ly did every State as a whole plan 
for it, talk for it, work for it, but com- 
munities, remote from centers where 
the plans were made and help was 
available, observed the week. 

The purpose of Nation-Wide Foot 
Health Week is to focus attention 
upon the importance to health of keep 
ing feet well and comfortable, and to 
create an interest in the art of walk- 
ing. The Week is sponsored by the 
National Association of Chiropodists, 
the National Association for Foot 
Health, national manufacturers and 
retailers of shoes, and Foot Clinics 
throughout the nation. 

The contact between national shoe 
manufacturers and the N. A. C. was 
cemented through the influence and 
ideal leadership of H. P. Smith, Chair- 
man of the Promotion Committee. 

A program of great interest, because 


of its originality and practicability, was 
created. 

Once again the Boot & Shoe Re- 
corder, through its Editor-in-Chief, put 
its power behind the promotion of 
foot health, as it occupied the atten- 
tion of shoe retailers before the Week, 
and through them reached the people 
everywhere. Each month, from Janu- 
ary to April, the Boot & Shoe Re- 
corder included in their publication a 
Foot Health Section. 

The issue of January 25th empha- 
sized that “Foot Health Week is more 
than another week devoted to some 
propaganda idea. It is a contribution 
to health, its tremendous merit defi- 
nitely established. Its acceptance by 
shoe manufacturers, retailers, and the 
newspapers is particularly significant. 
Sponsored by a profession opposed to 
advertising on sound principles of eth- 
ics, it advances a method in the pro- 
motion of health that sets an enviable 
example and proves the power of or- 
ganized effort. It causes a nation to 
become foot conscious.” 

The Week was well introduced to 
organized shoe merchants by H. P. 
Smith, using conventions of retailers 
as his means of approach. The manu- 
facturers at large impressed the im- 
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portance of the Week upon their cus- 
tomers and stores through series of 
correspondence and representative con- 
tacts. 


Authorities Endorsed the Week 


In a letter to the Committee for the 
Promotion of Foot Health Week, Al- 
fred W. Donovan, President of the 
New England Shoe and Leather Asso- 
ciation, said: “Again allow me to con- 
gratulate you on your interest in the 
work of making the general public 
more foot conscious. ... ” 

To quote Harold C. Keith, President 
of the National Boot & Shoe Manu- 
facturers Association: “I certainly do 
endorse Foot Health Week. ... + 

“The greater percentage of both 
men and women have foot ills which 
require very careful shoe. fitting. Shoe 
retailers know that this is so, but 
many of them do little about it... . 

“This is sufficient and proper back- 
ground for cordial support of this 
Foot Health Week idea. A year ago 
the effort was decidedly worthwhile. 
It should be much better this year. 

“Thank you and all others associat- 
ed with you in this co-operative under- 
taking.”

Co-operation Developed a Successful 
Week 


It was the wholeheartedness of co- 
operation that made Foot Health 
Week so outstanding a success. 

Senator Royal S. Copeland, Honor- 
ary Chairman o fthe Nation-Wide Foot 
Health Week, voiced the opening of 
a new era for foot health through a 
nation-wide radio talk. The next fea- 
ture radio broadcast brought to the 
home of millions the message of M. J. 
Lewi, M.D., President of The First 
Institute of Podiatry. Another Foot 
Health Week broadcast originated in 
New York, a talk by James J. Walsh, 
M.D., eminent author and lecturer. 

Through the courtesy of W. B. 
Coon Co., a well-known manufacturer 
of women’s shoes, a radio talk was 
presented over the network of the 
National Broadcasting Company by 
Joseph Lelyveld, Director of the 
Week, on April 23rd, from New York. 
The radio talk of the Nationel Shoe 
Retailers Association was presented 
the same evening in a coast to coast 
broadcast over the Columbia System. 

Radio broadcasts were also present- 
ed locally by shoe retailers and manu- 
facturers, and by members of aftiliat- 
ed State societies. Every radio lis- 
tener in the United States, it would 
seem, heard someone say something 
about Foot Health Week. 

States Well Organized 


Under the direction of the most 
capable leadership the States of Ala- 
bama, California, Colorado, Connecti- 
cut, District of Columbia, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kan- 


‘sas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Mas- 


sachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, New York, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, Ten- 
nessee, Texas, Utah, Virginia, Wash- 
ington, West Virginia, Wisconsin, Wy- 
oming, and Canada and England or- 
ganized for the observance of Nation- 
Wide Foot Health Week. 

Preparations were made months in 
advance, and every opportunity ac- 
cepted as a challenge for action.

Upon request of presidents of State 
associations, letters were sent to every

New Hampshire, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, and West Virginia socie- 
ties. 

Long before the Week, the press of 
the nation was told the story, and the 
advertising departments of news- 
papers given plans for a Foot Health 
Section. Co-operating with the papers, 
leading medical writers syndicated 
foot health articles. 

The Week opened on Sunday, Aprii 
20th. On that day newspapers issued 
their first Foot Health Sections, foi- 
lowed by daily features during the 
Week. 

Cartons of materials for use in con- 
ducting the Week were supplied to our 
members and shoe retailers who 
pledged to observe the Week. Includ- 
ed were pamphlets, show cards, charts, 
leaflets, radio talks, news copy, and 
booster labels. Through this material 
the people of a nation were persuaded 
to give more than casual thought to 
the ills of the feet. 


Foot Health Week in the Press 


Once again the co-operation of news- 
papers is impossible to estimate accu- 
rately. It reached a total of several 
hundred million. The items, articles, 
and Foot Health Sections printed in 
them were submitted in greater part 
from local sources to give a record of 
the activities in local communities. 
These include the District of Columbia, 
Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, Ohio, Oklahoma, Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee, and Washington. It 
is extremely pleasing, since it shows 
an X-ray picture of the deep roots 
which Foot Health Week is develop- 
ing in every section of the country, 
from the most widely to the most 
sparsely populated. 

A photograph was syndicated show- 
ing Senator Copeland being fitted to 
a pair of comfortable shoes by Wash- 
ington, D. C., chiropodists.

What has been accomplished may 
well be looked upon as a prelude to 
efforts that will continue to grow and 
expand until those hopes are within 
our reach. 

To all those who have helped to 
make this possible we offer our un- 
stinted and wholehearted gratitude 
and appreciation. 

Our success this year is due to their 
vision, loyalty, and authentic informa- 
tion brought by them to our subject.

FADS IN ANTISEPTICS 


From the day that the value of an- 
tiseptics in the human body was rec- 
ognized, medicine has endeavored to 
make full use of this important dis- 
covery. A great impetus was given to 
surgery, and tremendous optimism 
prevailed whenever a new and power- 
ful germicidal agent found its way 
into the hands of medical men. A 
long story surrounded the use of phe- 
nol until it was found by experiment 
just what it would do to organisms 
and tissues. JIodoform also filled a 
page in the history of antiseptics um 
til it was definitely found what it 
would do to micro-organisms and to 
the human organism. And so we went 
on, ever searching for the perfect an- 
tiseptic with various chemical con- 
stituents. The silver salts and their 
derivatives still get along better with 
mucous membrane surfaces than do 
most of the other antiseptic prepara- 
tions, but medicine must have at all 
times an antiseptic preparation for 
general use. 

In our humble opinion, soap and 
water should always be used in con- 
junction with an antiseptic that may 
be selected, and used also over a wide 
area, for the bugs come in from sur- 
rounding areas, and not from the 
wound itself. 

We saw during the war countless 
antiseptics used by the various peo- 
ples doing war surgery. Each coun- 
try had its favorites, and each sur- 
geon had his favorite. Benzine, chloro- 
form, salt water, various chlorine com- 
pounds, half a hundred dusting pow- 
ders, phenol, etc., etc. etc. were ali 
employed in huge quantities, but 
throughout all this history and all this 
experience, we find our dusky friend, 
iodine, reliable, steadfast, and ever 
ready to do service to man. We, no 
doubt, reveal our own particular hob- 
by. We are very likely to be misled 
if we use the test tube method as the 
critericn of our test for the potency 
of any antiseptic. The history of phe- 
nol is ample proof of this. The test 
of the efficiency of a chemical is on 
or in the bedy. Those who have had 
experience with various bubbling, 
frothy mixtures that showed up great 
in the test tube, and have been dis- 
appointed, will bear witness to this 
statement. 

A new antiseptic has come on the 
market. mercurochrome, red stuff with 


excellent staining qualities that looks

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MASSACHUSETTS 


The Massachusetts Chiropody Asso- 
ciation met November llth, at the 
Hotel Statler, Boston; Dr. Joseph Lely- 
veld presided. After the transaction 
of routine business, the meeting was 
devoted to a discussion on the treat- 
ment and diagnosis of exostosis of the 
distal phalanx of the great toe. 

In discussing the question, Dr. John 
E. Flemming said when he found this 
condition he usually referred the case 
to a surgeon, but if it happened to be 
a blood tumor or heloma it could be 
treated by the chiropodist. A removal 
of the pressure usually helps the con- 
dition. 

Dr. Samuel Freedman claimed that 
very often this condition was caused 
by short vamp shoes, and in cases he 
treated he recommended shoes with 
long vamps. 

Both Dr. Frank E. Hayden and Dr. 
George Nieberg said that in case of 
bony growths they referred these cases 
to bone specialists. 

Dr. John F. Kelly gave a resumé of 
reports on fifteen cases of this condi- 
tion, and claimed they should be 
X-rayed. Ten of the cases he had 
reference to were bony growths, re- 
ferred to a surgeon; five were treated 
by chiropodists. 

Dr. Garland, of Haverhill, also dis- 
cussed several cases. 

The President, Dr. Lelyveld, then 
gave an interesting resumé of his ex- 
periences in handling verruca. Dr. 
Lelyveld stated that from correspond- 
ence he was receiving proved that can- 
cer specialists were paying more and 
more attention to growths on the feet. 


The November Twin City Pedic So- 
ciety meeting was held November 13th, 
at the offices of Dr. Floyd Potvin. Fol- 
lowing the reading of the minutes, etc., 
Dr. Painter, of Minneapolis, was elect- 
ed to membership. Dr. Potvin made 
additional appointments to the Legis- 
lative Committee, of which Dr. Irving 
Baumgaertner, St. Paul, is Chairman. 
No amendments to existing legislation 
are to be attempted. The work of 
the committee will be to watch all 
proposed bills with regard to their ef- 
fect on the chiropody profession.

the entire matter by convincing our society that the Scholl Manufacturing Com- 
pany was still justly included under the rule and regulation we broke. Had he 
been able to attend our earlier meetings, the matter would undoubtedly have long 
since been cleared up. The other excuse we can offer for our delay in arriving 
at a conclusion to this affair is the infrequency of our meeting, namely every 
three months. 

“Trusting this will clean the entire matter up to the satisfaction of all, I 
remain

I will now read the resolution which was inclosed with that latter: 

“REso_veD, That the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society apologize to the National 
Association of Chiropodists for accepting advertising from the Scholl Manu- 
facturing Company in its 1929 souvenir program and thereby violating a section 
of rules and regulations o fthe National Association of Chiropodists. 


“REsoLveD, That the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society petition the National 
Association of Chiropodists not to take any action against those two of its 
members who were president and chairman of the program committee at the time 
in which the infraction of the rules and regulations occurred, because of the 
following reasons: 

“1. They accepted this advertising without complete knowledge of that part 
of the rules and regulations which the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society has broken. 

“2. The published statement of the president in his Chiropody Gleanings, 
Volume 2, No. 1, of October, 1929, was written before he had a complete knowl- 
edge of the involved section of the rules and regulations, 

“(a). Thus, he was of the opinion that the Scholl Manufacturing Company 
had discontinued its school and that to accept advertising from this company was 
not a violation of the National Association of Chiropodists’ rules and regulations. 

“(b). Basically, his published statement was inspired by a love of justice 
and his desire to influence the Wisconsin Chiropodist Society against apologizing 
to the National Association of Chiropodists was not for the purpose of creating 
a spirit of secession, but solely for the purpose of seeing justice done to a 
concern he felt was being unjustly dealt with. 

“3. When on June 16, 1930, at a special meeting of the Wisconsin Chiropodist 
Society, facts were brought forward which proved conclusively that the Scholl 
Manufacturing Company was still justifiably included under the involved section 
of the rules and regulations, then the president and chairman of the program 
committee regretted their error in accepting the advertising. 

“The above resoiutions were unanimously passed by the Wisconsin Chirop- 
odist Society on Monday, June 16, 1930. 

“C. A. FuLierton, Secretary-Treasurer.” 

Mr. President, this is not the first violation of the rules and regulations. I hon- 
estly and sincerely believe that where these have occurred the violation has not been 
done with any premeditated idea of injuring the association. We have another 
instance of the same thing that I am going to bring up when this matter is decided 
upon. In order to bring it properly before the House, calling attention to the resolu- 
tion drawn by the Council and addressed to the Wisconsin Association, and again 
calling your attention to this resolution which I have just read, wherein the Wis- 
consin Association offers its very humble apologies, I move you sir that the explana- 
tion of the Wisconsin Society as a society be accepted. 

[The motion was seconded by Dr, Levy of New York]. 

Dr. Leypecker (Missouri): Before we vote on this, I would just like to say that 
these things are occurring quite often. Last year we had the same thing come up 
before the House of Delegates. Is the N. A. C. delinquent? There is another State, 
our Secretary says, that did the same thing. I think Dr. Burnett is going to bring 
it up. Now will we have to print a notice in THE JOURNAL every so often about this 
thing, to see that it doesn’t occur every so often? We will have to do something, 
because every year they come back with the same plea that they didn’t know any- 
thing about it . 

What I am trying to bring out is this: Is the National Association letting members 
know about this and keeping the different officers regularly informed about this 
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regulation? Or are we going to have the same thing over and over again? I have 
been in the House only a short time and this is not the first time I have heard 
about it. 

SECRETARY BuRNETT: I have a motion to make when we are through with this, 
which I think will clear up that point. 

Dr. Everty (Illinois): I thought that everybody knew, since Illinois got its 
fingers burned five years ago, that this was a rule, particularly Wisconsin. 

PRESIDENT HARMOLIN: The motion before the House is to accept the explanation 
of the Wisconsin Chiropodist Association. 

[The motion was put to a vote and carried]. 

SecRETARY Burnett: We have a similar instance, with no public statement as to 
the reason for accepting the advertisement, which occurred at the annual meeting 
of the Texas Society, held at San Antonio on May 12, 13 and 14 at the St. Anthony 
Hotel. This program also contains matter which comes under that rule and regu- 
lation. I have an official letter from the Texas Society which explains the matter in 
this way, and I think that this explanation should be accepted too, as the other was. 

Dr. H. C. Lobell, who practices in San Antonio, is not a particularly active 
member of the Texas Society, and I am perfectly willing to accept the statement of 
Secretary Herschel of that Society that he is convinced that Dr. Lobell had no 
knowledge of this regulation when he accepted the ad. He goes on to say that the 
State society had nothing to do with getting up the program, that that was entirely 
up to San Antonio members who were trying to raise money for their entertainment 
purposes, 

In order to bring this properly before the House, I move you sir that the matter 
as regards the violation of that rule and regulation by the Texas Society take the 
same course as has been followed in the Wisconsin Society. 

Dr. Weiss: I second the motion and also move you that the question be brought 
before the House. 

[The motion was put to a vote and carried]. 

SECRETARY BurNeTT: Now Mr. President, in order to get to Dr. Leydecker’s 
point, I move you sir that the House of Delegates reaffirm the resolution passed in 
1923, in its form as then made, and I further move you sir that the Secretary of this 
association be ordered to write every affiliated society as soon as possible after this 
meeting, calling attention to this reaffirmation of that section of our rules and 
regulations. 

Dr. Leypecker (Missouri): Dr. Burnett, could you include this in your motion, 
that the secretary would notify the different States periodically, say once a year, in 
order to keep this before them? I mean, of course, the different State societies. 

SECRETARY BuRNETT: The bad feature of that particular suggestion is this: that 
State societies have their annual meetings at all different times; Missouri in May, 
Massachusetts in February, New York in January, Wisconsin in October, and I 
often don’t know when the States societies are going to hold their annual meetings. 
I should, I realize that. 

Dr. Leypecker: I thought if you sent thé notice out once a year that would take 
in everybody.. 

SECRETARY BuRNETT: It could be sent out after every meeting until this action is 
rescinded. I will be glad to accept that suggestion. 

Dr. Kenison (Massachusetts): May I ask the nature of the communication you 
are going to send out; if you are going to warn the State societies that any future 
violations will mean bringing them before the House of Delegates with the probable 
result of suspension of that State society? I don’t want Massachusetts to be caught 
in any trouble of this kind and I don’t want Massachusetts to be brought before this 
House with the possibility of suspension for accepting banned advertising. 

Vice-Presiwent Letyvetp: I will second Dr. Burnett’s motion. 

Vice-PREsipENT SCHERER: Was not a similar communication mailed out last year 
at the suggestion of the House? 

SECRETARY BuRNETT: Yes. 

Vice-PREsiDENT SCHERER: Apparently it had no effect when we have two offenders. 

SecreTary Burnetr: Take this matter of the Texas Society. I didn’t send this 
letter to every member of every society. In that case I sent it to the secretary who 
happened to be in Houston. «They voted to hold their annual convention in San 
Antonio. The gentlemen there had entire charge of the convention program and 
the raising of necessary monies to entertain those who visited that beautiful city. 

Now if the State secretary in turn doesn’t notify every member, or if the mem-

bers don’t happen to come to a meeting and hear the letter read, how are you going 
to reach them? Of course it shows a looseness in organization in the State because 
the State officers should have a check on the arrangements for conventions, but I 
don’t know exactly how you are going to get at the matter by a resolution. Of course 
it may be beaten and the gate is open. That is up to the House. But let the resolu- 
tion go through and leave it to the judgment of the Council and Secretary as to how 
best to make the notification so that everything will be done just as efficiently as 
possible. 

VicE-PRESIDENT SCHERER: Mr, President, I am heartily in favor of the resolution, 
but I would desire that some provision be made whereby more effort will be put 
forth that every individual member be notified. Therefore I would suggest to you, 
Mr. Secretary, that this letter also be published in Tug Journat, and if in the next 
year you contemplate sending out a circular form letter, a copy of this letter be 
included in this group of literature, so that in the future no individual can plead 
ignorance. 

SECRETARY Burnett: I shall be glad to accept that. 

Dr. Ciirron (Maryland): I object. I don’t think this should come up in THE 
JournaL. What good would it do? We have 2,000 members now. Next year we 
are graduating 405 new members who will know nothing about it; a fifth of our 
present membership. They are going to go out as young fellows trying to get into 
the work. I think if we notify the State societies individually we will get along all 
right, but I don’t believe in putting such stuff in THe JouRNAL. 

Dr. Gross (New York): The question we have before us is an annual discussion. 
It arises every year and we have an annual whitewashing. Now I don’t doubt the 
sincerity of the letters we have read here, I am quite certain that these letters from 
Wisconsin, in the face of defiance of one, that the writer is sincere in his apologies 
in the other, I can appreciate the individual’s having made an error. 

Now I have no axe to grind for or against the resolution, the fundamental law 
or rule prohibiting banned advertising, but I certainly don’t like to see a wishy-washy 
House of Delegates. Either enforce the rule, or don’t. I say this: if we are going 
to notify individual State societies—and after all the proper officer to receive such a 
notification is the secretary—then the State society should be held to account whether 
individuals make apologies or not. I don’t believe in that business. It is the easiest 
thing in the world to pass the buck to some individual who assumes the role of 
innocence and then we give him a whitewash. Let’s get an understanding in this 
House of Delegates that we mean business in this rule, and if we don’t mean 
business in the rule, stop kidding ourselves and do away with the rule. Let’s be 
frank. Let’s put the responsibility upon the secretary of the State society, that he as 
secretary must notify every individual active in the society who holds a position on 
a committee and then the responsibility will be passed along. 

SEcRETARY BurNetT: Mr. President, in order to shorten this matter, if we pass 
this resolution today, this motion that I have made, I will be very glad to draw up 
a letter during the day which will incorporate all the ideas which have been handed 
from around the table, and I will be glad to present it to the House of Delegates 
tomorrow. Then they can officially vote to have that letter sent and it will have a 
great deal more weight than if it came from my office. Then if we have anything 
to put into that letter tomorrow we can do it here in conference, 

PresipentT Harmoiin: You have heard the motion that the House of Delegates 
reafirm their action of 1923 and that the Secretary be ordered to send a letter to 
that effect to the secretary of each State society. Are you ready for the question? 

[The motion was put to a vote and carried]. 

Secrerary Burnetr: Dr. Lelyveld, have you any further reports to present at 
this time? 

[Vice-President Lelyveld presented the report of the Emblem Committee]. 

Present Harmouin: You have heard the report of the Emblem Committee. 
What is your pleasure? 

Vice-Preswent ScHERER: I move it be accepted. 

[The motion was seconded by Dr. Kenison of Massachusetts, put to a vote and 
carried}. 

Letyvetp: I have one resolution which I withheld until after 
the reading of the report: 

WHEREAS, it is necessary that we as an Association protect our right to the 
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copyrighted design, the winged foot on the caduceus, as owned by the National 
Association of Chiropodists, therefore be it 

RESOLVED, that the Secretary have written into the Code of Ethics an inter- 
pretation of the official use of this emblem to protect our copyright. 

Dr. KEen1son (Massachusetts): I move the adoption of this resolution. 

[The motion was seconded, put to a vote and carried]. 

SECRETARY BURNETT: Mr. President, we have before us a few additional amend- 
ments to the constitution and by-laws which were not reached because of the late 
hour last night. I move you sir, that we proceed to the consideration of these. 

The first one amends Chapter III, Section 1 (a) of the by-laws by placing a 
period after the word “Chiropodists” in line 7, and deleting the rest of the section. 
This amendment is to make the by-laws agree with the constitution had it been 
amended as proposed by Illinois, to amend Article IV of the constitution, which 
amendment was lost. Does Illinois wish to withdraw this? 

Dr. DurKIN (Illinois): No sir, we do not. May I speak on that? The constitu- 
tion as it reads at present prohibits any officers of the Association from holding the 
office of delegate. When the constitution was formulated I can’t conceive of what 
the idea was in denying the officers of the honor of representing their States. I 
believe that is really a reflection on the officers of the N. A. C. I would like to hear 
from any member of the House of Delegates just any reason why on officer of the 
N. A. C. could not be a delegate. 

Dr. Ciirron (Maryland): I think back in the by-laws somewhere they say they 
can be delegates but without a vote, 

Dr. Levy (New York): During a discussion of a question similar to this yes- 
terday, I voted yes when I should have voted no. As a matter of theory, I believe 
that was right, but as a matter of practice I have since discovered that I was 
entirely wrong, because the farthest thing from my thoughts was to deprive your 
vice-presidents of a vote. I thought perhaps we could get proportionate represen- 
tation and maintain the vice-presidents’ votes. I find that is impossible because of 
the size of some of the State societies, and I therefore at this time want to go on 
record and if I was misunderstood I want it to be thoroughly understood at this 
time that I at no time want to deprive a vice-president of his vote, and if this 
deprives a vice-president of his vote it should be buried deep. 

SecreTARY Burnetr: Mr. Chairman, as I compare this to the amendment to 
Article IV of the constitution which was defeated, it seems to me that you are 
going to create a conflict if you pass this amendment to the by-laws which has 
to do with the one thing in the one group of rules that the amendment which was 
lost had to do in the other. 

Vick-PRESIDENT SCHERER: Mr. President, might I inquire of the delegate from 
Illinois, through you, if you do not merely wish to make it possible for an officer to 
be duly elected as a delegate to serve as such in this House? However, there is no 
provision made as to whether he shall have one vote or two. I presume it is your 
intention that he shall have simply one vote, but as I understand it, it in no way 
conflicts with the previous amendment that has been defeated. It simply makes it 
possible for the officers to have one vote. 

SECRETARY BuRNETT: But he has two votes. 

Dr. DurKIN (Illinois): The intention is to remove the restriction on the officers 
of the N. A, C. from being a delegate. Just in what manner would removing this 
from the constitution conflict with the amendment lost yesterday? As it stands it 
says that officers of the Association can never be a delegate while in office. If a 
State society wanted to send an officer as a delegate the constitution prevents that, 
and the amendment which was lost yesterday has no bearing on this. In the future 
if at any time an officer wishes to come here as a delegate from his State society, 
the constitution prevents that. 

SecreTARY BurNetTT: Mr. President, speaking through you, I still think the dele- 
gate from Illinois has not carefully read the amendment to the constitution which 
Illinois presented and which was lost. In that amendment you took the vote away 
from the officers. That amendment was lost. In consequence, as far as your con- 
stitution is concerned, your officers still have a vote. Now you are going to amend 
your by-laws which takes off the restriction, which is very wisely in the constitution, 
of having an officer represent his State. And in doing that you are going to give 
one man two votes, because in a case, for instance, where Dr. George Scherer 
represents California, in calling the roll, I would call California and he -as delgeate 
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would say “yes,” and then when I come to the vice-presidents, I would call Vice- 
President Scherer’s name and he would say “yes,” again. 

Now if the amendment to the constitution had been passed, then this would be 
very necessary, because we would then have to remove this restriction so that an 
officer could represent his State. But as long as you have defeated the other it is 
simply giving a man two votes to pass this amendment because you have not taken 
away his vote as an officer. I think this should be defeated, not because I am against 
it, but because it doesn’t belong in the by-laws because the constitution has not been 
amended, 

Dr. Durkin. (Illinois): It was never our intention to give one man two votes. 


Vice-Presipent Fow.er: May I call the attention of the House to the last line 
of paragraph 2 of Article IV on page 3 of the constitution, which provides that no 
officer shall represent his State society as a delegate. Right there is the thing they 
are trying to correct and they are correcting it in the by-laws instead of in the 
constitution. 

Secretary Burnetr: You have got to correct it in both. You have refused it in 
one and you will have to refuse it in the other to avoid conflict. Are you ready for 
the roll call? 

[Roll call]. 

Mr. President, I find two votes in the affirmative, two absentees, one not voting, 
and twenty-seven votes in the negative. 

PresipeENT HARMOLIN: The amendment is lost. 

SecreTary Burnett: Mr. President, the next amendment is also Chapter III, 
Section 10; in the last line, after the word “vote” add the following: “sufficient space 
shall be reserved at these meetings to seat all members wishing to attend.” 

I have no objection to that and I don’t believe anybody in the House has, but it 
seems rather a useless thing to put in our by-laws. We always have space enough, 
and it would be about as sensible to say that next year the hangings in our meeting 
room shall be pale yellow. The convention manager and other officers see to it that 
the room is sufficiently large to accommodate any group. 

Dr. Gross (New York): As I see it, this thing is all right. Some future conven- 
tion manager might feel that he didn’t want the members around, and one might 
properly construe the present by-laws to mean to allow only members of the House 
te attend. There is nothing there that says the membership may have a seat in the 
room, so for protection in the future, I move you, sir, that this amendment be adopted. 

[The motion was seconded]. 

PresipeNtT HARMOLIN: Is there any opposition? If not, I declare the vote unani- 
mous and the amendment is adopted.
